IS NOT FAIR STANDARD 


‘Increased Losses From Estate 
' Tax to Come as Late as 
1928, He Declares. 


That the House intends to insist 
‘on ite rights in the handling of the 
| tax reduction bill was made plain 
‘last night when Representative W. 
R. Green, of Iowa, chairman of the 
House ways and means committee, 
issued a statement attacking the 
measure as amended by the Senate 
finance committee. In his state- 
ment, Mr. Green declared that the

FREIGHTER SOLVANG 
"LOST BY COLLISION 


Tanker Veiuale i Damaged, 
but Rescues All but One of 
Other Boat’s Crew. 


New York, Jan. 24 (By A. P.). 
One man was believed drowned 
and the rest of the crew of the 
Norwegian freighter Solvang were 
saved tonight when the Solvang 
sank off Winter Quarters lightship, 
Delaware Breakwater, after a col- 
lision with the oil tanker Vacuum. 

A radio message from the 
Vacuum, picked up by the Inde- 
pendent Wireless Telegraph Co.., 
reported that the tanker was 
cruising in the vicinity of the col- 
lision in the hope of picking up the 
missing man. Details of the 
collision were not included in the 
message. 

A later message from the Vacuum 
reported that the tanker was badly 
damaged in the collision but would 
continue to New York under its own 
power as sqon as it had elther 
rescued the missing man or given up 
hope for him. 

The Solvang was bound from 
Cienfuegos, Cuba, with a cargo of 
sugar. Records here do not show 
how large a crew she carried. She 
was a steamer of 1,401 net tons. 
The Vacuum was bound for New 
York from Texas City. 3

Much of the 
confidential information relating to 
Europe's concerted effort to bring 
America into the League of Nations 
via the world eourt Was communil- 
cated to the United States govern- 
ment, it is understood, by former 
Ambassador Harvey. It was upon 
Ambassador Harvey's advice that 
former President Harding warned 
the country in his St. Louis speech 
against any court that was not ab- 
so'mtely divorced from the league. 

In this connection, it is ex- 
plained that one of the American 
diplomats who really knows the 
confidenttal background and has 
access to the information which Me. 
Reed desires is Richard Washburn 
Child, who represented the United 
States as observer at the Lausanne 
conference and who was American 
Ambassador to Italy. Mr. Child 
has. made many reports, written 
and verbal. which would be en- 
lightening to Senator Reed, but 
which are held in the confidential 
files of the State Department. Mr. 
Child very recently, in a magazine 
article, warned the’ United States 
Senate againat ratifying the world 
court protocol. 

Secretary of State Kellogg, it is 
noted, has made only one contribu- 
tion to the discussion since the 
world court debates began.

T other organ in the body. It is 

larger than any other organ, 
if we except the lungs, and most of 
the volume of the latter is due to 
the air within them. Furthermore, 
the liver cells are highly special- 
ized, complex chemical structures in 
close touch with the blood stream. 
While one of the functions of the 
liver is the production of Dile, 
Which liquid is excreted into the 
bile ducts, the more important 
work is packing substances from 
the blood whieh bathes the liver 
cells and pouring other substances 
into that blood. It stands to rea- 
son that the liver is one of the most 
important organs in the body.

New York, Jan. 24 (By the As-| 
sociated Press).—-Business develop- 
ments have been slow in crystalliz- 
ing into a definite trend, although 
the usual measures of trade last 
week indicated that the present 
high rate of industrial operations 
would be maintained indefinitely to 
meet consumptive demands.
